Temple Porters, they found the ſaid Mrs. Flower in 
the Houſe, and one Katherine Evans, who had ſer- 
ved his Siſter 3 Years, and the two Footmen; and 

there the two Women remaihed till the Weſt min- 


ſter Juſtices broke open his Siſter's Doors; and the 
two Footmen were told they might do fo, if they 


did not meddle or make with Affairs within Doors, 


nor run out and make Diſturbance, and raiſe a 
Mobb in the Street; which they did, — and then 
they were ſhut out, till the Juſtices put them into 


Poſſeſſion again, when they broke open the Doors 


and carried Mrs. Clerk away with them. 


During all this Time, from the 3oth of January, 


Mrs. Clerk went abroad every Day, Morning and 
Afternoon, till ſhe was carried up to her Chamber 


and confined (which was on Saturday, the 15th

During all which time, 
Sir Talbot Clerke, a Cornet of Horſe, which Place 
ſhe procured him, and his Wife, Mrs. Stzkely, and 
her 3 Siſters the Maſterss, were ſome, or all of them 
almoſt daily with her, flattering, and telling * ,

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ſhe looked very well, and that ſhe ſeem'd to be 
as well as ever.ſhe was ſince their Knowledge 
of her; and this ſome of them have ſworn in their 
Depoſitions before Sir Harry Dutton Colt, a Weſt- 
minfter-Juſtice : Vide Mrs. Stukely, Sir Talbot Clerke's 
Depoſitions, Mary Tyrrell, Eleanor Pilkington, Hugh 
Stone, William Mills, and ſeveral other Depoſitions 
and Examinations upon Oath to that Purpoſe, and 
a Second (as I take it) Affidavit to clench all, 
before the Lord Chief Juſtice Parker, made by Mrs. 

, Stukely. 3 
But from the above-mentioned zeth of January, 
till the Thurſday the 13th of February, Mrs. Clerke 
once in two Days viſited her Brother Sir Edward, 
who lay very ill, and tarried with him from the 
Morning generally till Two or Three of the Clock, 
and did talk ſo extravagantly, and from her uſual 
Senſe and Underſtanding, that he was convinced 
of her Lunacy, talking over all thoſe mad Parti- 
culars in the ſeveral Affidavits annexed, and ſworn 
by Charles Turnor, Arthur Turnor, Mary Turnor, Ra- 
chael Pordage, Thomas Prior, Mary Avon, and Ed- 

ward Pordage. | | 
And more particularly on Thurſday the 13th of 
February, ſhe talked much of her Purity, and of her 
being as unſpotted, and as far from the Knowledge 
of Man, as the Virgin Mary; which when her 
Brother objected to her how could that be, when 
ſhe was Ten Years married, and lay Nightly with 
her Husband ? She made no Anſwer, but drop'd 
down on her Knees, and for whatever her Brother 
could do, prayed aloud for ſome Time, but ſuch 
nonſenſical Stuff, and ſo wild, that he was ſurpri- 
zed extreamly, and begg'd of her to go home, 
and not worry her ſelf as ſhe daily did; which at 
laſt ſhe did conſent to. But before ſhe went, ſhe 
asked her Brother, if he would not own that ſhe 
was 1n her right Senſes? To which he * 
| ow 
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bow could he do that, ſince ſhe daily, and parti- 


cularly that Day, had behaved her ſelf ſo contrary 


to all Senſe and Reaſon? At which ſhe roſe up 
in a Fury, and faid, well then I'll never ſee your 


Face more; and go your Ways, and live with 


your Three Wives, one of which your Daughter 
ſaw you in Bed withal. To ſuch an extravagant 
Paſſion did her diſtracted Head drive her; for when 
ſhe had her Senſes, ſhe knew very well, ſhe had of- 
ten propoſed to her Brother to marry again, and ſhe 
offered him Matches, and knew he might have mar- 
ried very much to his Advantage, but that he al- 
ways declined It. | 

She kept her Word, and her Brother never ſaw 
her again, till ſhe was brought before the Lord Chief 
Juſtice at his Chambers on the 27th of February, 
1717. | 
On the laſt Day which her Brother ſaw her, as 
above-mentioned, which was February the 13th, 


his Daughter ſeat him a Letter, with one encloſed, 
which was writ to her that Morning by Mrs. Hart- 


ſtonge, the Biſhop of London- Derry's Widow, which 
Letter ('tis defired may be peruſed) and his Siſter's 
wild Diſcourſe together, put him into ſuch a Diſ- 
order, that his Hands and Feet fell a trembling 
that he thought he ſhould have Convulſions, which 
made him ſend immediately for Dr. Mead, who 
could not be found till Eight a Clock at Night, and 
then the Doctor came very kindly, and directed 
him ſome Medicines to take, and telling the Doctor 
of his Siſter's Condition, how much worſe ſhe was, 
the Doctor reply'd, it had been his Opinion, ſhe 
ought to have been confined ſome Time before; 
and then Sir Edward asking him if he would Sign 
ſuch a Letter, and if he thought Dr. Feind, to 
whom he was a perfect Stranger, wou'd do the ſame! 


the Doctor reply'd, he would write ſuch a Letter 


to him, and that he was ſure Dr. Feind would do

the ſame; for *twas his, Dr. Freind's, Opinion as 
well as his own. Dr. Mead did then write that 


Letter in the Preſence of Sir Edward, and he ſent 
it forthwith to Dr. Feind, by his Daughter Mrs. 
Turnor, and Dr. Feind ſign'd the Letter, and ſent 


it back by the ſame Hand. And the next Day, 


being February 14. Sir Edward, and his Brother 


Mr. Arthur Turnor ſent a Letter by Mr. Ni- 
cholſon, to Dr. Hale, to deſire him to take care 


of their Siſter, as they were adviſed by Dr. 


Mead and Dr. Feind. Dr. Hale did ſend with 
the  Apothecary's journey- man two Nurſes to 


attend their Siſter, and to carry her up Stairs to 


her Chamber. The two Brothers being very ill, 
could neither of them go to their Siſter 3 but 
Mr. Arthur Turnor ſent his Son to perſwade her if 


- Poſſible, or elſe to carry her up; but ſhe wou'd 
Not be perſwaded, and Mr. Edward Turnor her Ne- 


phew, would not nor did not carry her up, fo 
her Confinement was deferred for that Day; but 


the next, Mr. Arthur Turnor and Dr. Hale, after ha- 
ving tried all Perſwaſions and fair Means to get 
her into her Chamber, ordered the two Nurſes 


to carry her up, which they did; ſhe ſtrugling in- 
deed, and railing all the Way, but ſnhe was not 
dragged, as ſhe has reported ; for the Nurſes took 
her under the Hams, and on the Bottom of the 
Back, her Brother Mr. Turnor holding her Shoul- 
ders and Head; and ſo confined her to her Cham- 
ber, ſhe crying out for Help; Mrs. Seukely having 
_ with her almoſt all that Day, and then pre-

We ſhould have mentioned that Mrs. Mary Bar- 
rington whilſt Sir Edward was ſick, made him a Vi- 
ſit, and informed him in what Condition his Siſter 
was, and how madly and extravagantly ſhe talked, 
and wondered ſhe was not kept up in her Cham- 
ber.

[n that Week before her Confiment, Sir Eu- 
ward ſent for Hugh Stone, the biggeſt of his Siſter's 
Footmen, and diſcourſed with bim to know if he 
and his Fellow-Footmman would keep the Doors, 
and prevent all Perſons from going up to his Mi- 
ſtreſs, but whom he and his Brother ſhould appoint, - 
till ſuch Time as the Doctors had recovered her ? 
But that impudent Fellow refuſed it, ſaying, ſhe was

her Aunt about the Repairs of her Houſe, came 
down again with her Aunt, and ſtay'd with. her 


Father till about ten Days before ſhe went with 


her Aunt to the Bath, as uſual, in the beginning of 
Oftober ; ſo that ſhe could not make away with 
that Bond. 

And the four Bank Notes of 50 J. each being 
ſtill wanting, and none knowing what was become 
of them, Mrs. Clerk's Brothers having been in- 
form'd, that the Thurſday before their Siſter had 
been at her Cabinet with Sir Talbot Clerke, and 
taken ſeveral Things out, they feared ſhe might 


have given them to ſome Body, either Sir Talbot or 


other Perſons for themſelves in that her Diſtraction, 
or to keep them for her Uſe : And therefore ſent 
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5 for Mr. Pordage (who had received them for her) 


and deſired him to go to the Bark, and ſtop them 
there, in caſe they ſhould be demanded ; which he 
did, and deſired the Officers at the Bark to ſtop any 
Perſon, that ſhould bring ſuch Notes to them; and 
they made him give a Bond of 201. to anſwer any 


ſuch AR, if they ſhould have Occaſion to do it: 


Which Journey about two or three Times backwards 
and forwards, with the Charges at the Bank, coſt 


about twenty one Shillings. 


And the two Brothers alſo ſent to the two Nur- 
ſes, to bid them ask their Siſter, what ſhe had 
done with her Bank Notes? And. in ſome Days 
after in one of her Fits ſhe told them they were 
torn in Pieces, for ſhe ſaw ſome of thoſe Pieces 
flying. about in the Room 1n the Air. And the 
Nurſes telling her they ſuppoſed ſhe had given 


them to ſome Body, ſhe ſaid they ſhould fetch 


Madam Turnor, for ſhe knew where they were; but 
then repeated again, that ſhe ſaw Pieces of them 
flying about the Room, But after ſhe was out of 
her Bed, they, the Nurſes, ſaw ſome Pieces of Paper 
ſcattered about the Bed, and asking her what they 


were? ſhe anſwered, they were the Bills torn all to 
Pieces; and they asking her how ſhe came to do 
ſo ? ſhe reply'd, they were ſometimes in her Stock- 


ings, ſometimes in her Shoes, ſometimes under her 
Back, ſometimes under the Bolſter, and ſometimes 


got to the Feet of the Bed. The Nurſes then look- 


ing again, picked up the Pieces and ſent them to 
her Brother Sir Edward; and asking her how ſhe 
could do ſo, and how ſhe would get her Money? ſhe 


ſaid, ſhe did not fear getting of the Money, for my

But the Door- keepers ob- 


ſer ved the Orders that had been given them, re- 


fuſing Entrance to all Perſons, not excepting the 


wor ſhipful Juſtice himſelf, unleſs he brought Sir 
Edward Turnar's Order for it. Upon Which be 


_ threatened. to bring a File of Muſqueteers and. 
break open the Doors, with other menacing Words, 
what he would do, and how he would puiſh them 


for. denying him Admittance. 


When Mrs. Turnor brought the Habeas Curpus 


to ber Father in the Temple, he ſent to Mr. Har- 
court of the Crown-Office, who immediately came to 


him, and after ſome Diſcourſe with him, Mr. Har- 
Chief juſtice's Chambers, 


court went to the Lor 
to know when he would be attended about it, who, 


appointed the Day following, being Thurſday the 


20th, at 8 a Clock at Night; but the Chief Ju» 
ſtice not coming from the Houſe of Lords till after 
8 a Clock at Night, he wou'd not hear the Buſi- 


nieſs, but put it off till Saturday Morning, and then 
Sir Edward, though very ill of the Gout, went 


with his Brother to attend the Lord Chief Juſtice 
with the Habeas Corpus in his Hand; and Funding 
Sir Harry Dutton Colt there, and as he thinks Sir 
Talbot Clerke, and one Mr. Morgan a. pretended. 
Nephew of Mrs. Clerke's alſo: Sir Edward did tell 


the Chief Juſtice, that he had the Habeas Corpus in 
his Hand, but, it was wrong directed; for that he 
and his Brother, and their Agents, had the Cuſto- 


y. of Mts. Clerks, and not Mrs. Turnor, for ſhe was 
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only as a Lodger in the Houſe; but that it was 


maliciouſly ordered by thoſe that did it to frighten 
his Daughter out of the Houſe, that Sir Harry Dutton 


Colt and his Gang might enter and take Poſſeſſion; 
for he had threatened that Day, after the Habeas 


Corpus had been ſerved, to bring a File of Muſque- 
teers, and break open the Doors; which was too 
ſoon, for the Act was not paſſed the Houſe of Lords, 
and the Army was yet under the Civil Power. Then 
Sir Henry Dutton Cult reply'd, Twas a Lye, he had 


| not faid Io. Which Words did provoke Sir Edward 


to that Degree, that as ill as he was, he was going 
to pull Sir Harry by the Ears, if Mr. Harcourt had 


not held him from it; and then he applied to the 
 - Chief Juſtice, and deſired him to puniſh the Meſt- 
minſter- Juſt ice; for he did believe twas the firſt. 


Time that ever ſuch an Afﬀront was given before a 
Chief Juſtice unpuniſhed. | 


But he faying he had nothing to do with any 
private Cavils, Sir Edward replyed, he had never 
any private Cavils with that Veſtm 


| inſter-Juſtice, for 
he knew him too well to have any Coverſation 


with him, for he was a Raparee, and was to get 


what he could by Plunder, elſe what had he to 
do with this Buſineſs, which was now only before 


his Lordſhip, and he an abſolute Stranger to 


Mrs. Clerks ? And fince ſwearing was in Faſhion, 


his Lordſhip ſhould have an Affidavit of Sir Harry's 


Behayiour the next Day that he was pleaſed to 


hear this Buſineſs ; and to make it appear, that 


there was good Reaſon to confine his Siſter, he 


had Dr. Mead's and Dr. Freind's Letter to him 


and his Brother's in his Hand, wherein they had 


ordered her being kept up, and he hoped that 
was enough to juſtifie them; but his Lordſhip ſaid 


the Letter was not enough, for he muſt have the 


Doctors themſelves before him in Perſon, which 
Sir Edward promiſed, if he could get them; * 
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ſo his Lordſhip, adjourned the Debate till Saturday 
next at 11 of the Clock in the Morning, being the 
22d of February. ns | 
The next Day being Friday the 21ſt, Sir Ed- 
ward ſent for his Servant Benſon from Mrs. Cerke's 
Houſe, whither he was forced to ſend him and 
another Perſon; ſo. that there were four to kee 
the Doors from the Mob; and Mrs. Clerke's two 
Footmen, and Sir Talbot Clerke's, Mrs. Stukely's, and 
two Chairmen of the Lord Cadogan's, who all 
threatened every Hour almoſt, eſpecially towards 
the Evening, to break open the Doorsz and 
Mrs. Clerke's younger Footman, William Mills, cty'd 
out in the Street that his Miſtreſs was murdeted, 
and they ſhould look at the Back-Door to ſee, if 
ſhe was not carried out in the Night. | 
The ſaid Benſon did make an Afﬀidavit before 
Mr. Juſtice Powys concerning Sir Harry's threat- 
ning to break open the Door that Day. For which,

And the next Day when he appeared before the 
Chief Juſtice he produced it, and deſired it might 
be read, which was done; and the Chief Juſtice 
taking little notice of it, Sir Edward deſired that 
te might have liberty to cram the Lie down 
sir Harry Dutton Colt's.

there or in her Stomach, which yet it did not; 
ſhe then ſaid, that this Glaſs was Glaſs of Anti- 
— 5 made on purpoſe to Poiſon her: When the 

oftor replied, that Vials were never made of 
Glaſs of Antimony, ſhe ran out into a wild Diſ- 
courſe of the Wickedneſs of thoſe about her, who 
would: be ſure to murder her one Way or other, 
Being asked by Serjeant Darnall, whether or no 
ſome one of her Relations- had not given him ſome 
hint of her Diſtraction, before ' himſelf diſco- 
vered it? he aſſured my Lord that no one of the 
Family had ever ſuggeſted any thing to him of that 
Nature; and that when he told this his Opinion 
to Sir Edward 7. urnor, he received it with a great 
deal of Concern; though he replied indeed to the 
Doctor, that for ſome time paſt he had, from ma- 
ny Inſtances found, that ſhe was not right in her 
Senſes.

and told him; that her Aunt had promifed' her to

unquiet and diſordered; he endeavouring to Pa- 
cific her, ſhe upon his going away, in a very out- 
rageous manner, got up, and ſeized upon him, 
holding him with that Violence, that be could 
not get out of her Hands without the Help of her 
two Nurſes. ' Fa 

Dr. Freind told the Lord Chief Juſtice, That he 
ſuppoſed he was called thither only to'-give his 
Opinion in Mrs. Clerke's Caſe, whether he thought 
her in'her right Senſes or no; and therefore it 
would be unneceſſary to trouble his Lordſhip with 
all the Pirticulars, which induced him to think 


ſhe was not, and accordingly repeated only all the 


Circumſtances of the Glaſs, as they have been al- 
ready related. He aid in general, that he“ had 
ſeen her ' ſeveral times both with and without 
Dr. Mead, and that to him there appeared evi- 
dent Signs of a diſtemper'd Brain. That he ho- 
ped, thoſe of his Faculty might be allowed to 
judge better of the ſeveral Tendencies and Ap 

proaches to Diſtraction, than any other Stander- 


by whatever. That though ſhe had her Intervals 


of Senſe, *twas no more than the maddeſt Perſon 


in Bedlam had. That for a Fortnight Dr. Mead 


and he had endeavoured to do what Service they 


cou'd by gentle Methods, but that they cou'd not 


make her comply with their Directions: That in

this Caſe they thought they could not do a more 
juſt Thing to themſelyes, nor a kinder Thing to 
her, than to leave her in the Hands of One of ſuch 
unqueſtionable Skill and Character, as Dr. Hale; 
whether he did rigbt in Point of Law ſo to ad- 
viſe, he could not tell; but he was ſure he did 
right in his Phyſical Capecity. The Sunday after 
Mrs. Clerke had been put under Dr. Hale's Care, 
ſhe had ſent five or ſix times for him, promiſing 
to take any Thing that ſhould be directed, if he 
would come to her; but he could not be prevail- 
ed. upon to go For he poſitively affirmed, that 
for his own Part, in the Condition he had ſeen her, 
he would not be obliged to take Care of her if he 
might have all her Jointure. He hop'd he might be 
allowed to add, that they were Men of a Profeſſion, 
and not of a Trade; and as he believed it would 
not be denied them, that they managed their Pa- 
tients with ſome degree of Judgment and Prudence, 
ſo he was very well aſſured, that whenever their 
PraQice was examined into, it would appear, they 
had another very neceſſary Qualification -of a good 
Phyſician, Integrity. Pet ing 
This Account given by the two Doctors, ſeemed 
ſo ſatisfactory at that Time to the Lord Chief 
Juſtice, that he ſaid there was Reaſon, or he be- 
lieyed there was Reaſon for their doing as they 
did. And then ſome Aſſidavits were read on the 
Two Brother's Behalf, See the Affidavits of Charles 
Turnor, Mr. Arthur Turnor, &c. 28 
Some few of theſe Affidavits being read, ſome 
of thoſe Ladies preſſed very much to have an In- 
ſpection of Mrs. Clerke, notwithſtanding the two 
Doctors Opinions before the Chief Juſtice ; and 
named Dr. Garth, which the two Brothers denied, 
then ſome City- Doctor, whom they had never heard 


of, and he was denied; then Dr. Levett being na- 
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med, the Brothers agreed to him, and Dr. Hale 
to be joyned with him. Then there muſt be two 
Ladies appointed to go with them, and there 
being ſeveral Ladies of Quality, as the Counteſs 


of Winchelſea, the Viſcounteſs Scudamore, the Lady 
Betty Spelman, the Lady Katharine Jones, and 


many others, the laſt Two were named by the 
Chief Juſtice, 'and confented to by the two Bro- 


thers, but with a Proviſo, that the Ladies ſhould ' 


not fee Mrs. Clerke without the Doctors. But the 
Ladies being in haſte wou'd go that very Hour to 
have the View; fo the Chief Juſtice diſmiſs'd the 


Company, and the two Brothers ſent Mr. Edward 


Turnor, the Son of Mr. Arthur Turnor, to wait up- 
on the Ladies; But Sir Edward fearing the too 
nuch Complaiſance of his Nephew, though he 
had not been out of his Chamber for ſome Time 
till His appearing now before the Lord Chief 
juſt ice, yet ventured in a Coach to his Siflers 
after them, and made what haſte was poſſi- 
ble. And yet as he feared, he found the two 
Ladies were above with his Siſter and his Ne- 
phew, and ſo they continued till 6 a Clock in the 
Evening, from one a Clock, before the Doctors 
could be got together, though Sir Harry Dutton

if ſhe had ever been turned out ? She anſwer. 
ed, no; but that ſhe would be glad to be gone, 
for ſhe had not the Liberty to bring her Brother 
and Siſter into the Houſe to talk with them; 
ſhe was told that was not permitted to any other 
Perſon, but ſhe might go out and ſpeak with them 
at the Door, if ſhe thought fit, but if ſhe went 
for any Time, ſhe ſhould be kept out as the two 
Footmen were ; for ſhe cou'd not do it upon a 
good Account, only to keep Company with them, 
who are Rogues bad enough, and had ſorſworn
